THE LIFE-SAVING SERVICE, 


New Stations Off the Georgia Coast—The Tariff Con:- 
mission—A Nomination Rejected. 


Wassincton, March 23.—In the senate, Mr. 
Windon from the committee on toreign rela- 
tions, reported adversely the senate bill in re- 
lution to the Venezuela award. Indetinitely 
postponed. Mr. George, trom the committee 
on agriculture, reported,as a substitute for the 
several measures before that Committee, an 
original bill to constitute the department of 
agriculture an executive departinent, and to 
enlarge its powers and duties. Calendar. 
Bills were introduced by Mr. Jobnston 
appropriating $100,000 for the erection of a 
public building at Lynchburg, Virginia. On 
motion of Mr. Kellogg the secretary of war 
was directed to transimit information of the 
amount of supplies, tents and transportation 
furnished by his department to the several 
states for the relief of the sufferers by the 
Mississippi overtlow, and what further sup- 
plies wiil be necessary, with an estimate of 
their cost. 

MEXICAN RECIPROCITY, 

Mr. Morgan calied up his pending con- 
current resolution declaring for a reciprocity 
treaty with Mexico. Mr. Sherman said there 

yas opposition on both sides of the cham- 
ber to all reciprocity treaties, and moved a 
reference of tlie reselution to the commit- 
tee on foreign relations. Agreed to. 

THE LIFE SAVING SERVICE. 

The life-saving service bill was again , taken 
up, and the discussion upon amendments 
proposing new stations occupied the remaind- 
er of the time allotted to the calandar. The 
additional stations provided for include three 
on the South Carolina coast, near Georgetown, 
Charleston and Bufort, inserted on motion of 
Mr. Hampton; one near Tybee island, one 
near Brunswick,and one near Cumberland 
island, on the Georgia coast, inserted on mo- 
tion of Mr. Brown. 
spoke in advocacy of new stations on the At- 
lantic and guifcoasts of Florida. The bill 
was not.acted upon finelly. 

THE TARIFF COMMISSION BILL. 

At noon the tarif? commission bill came up 
and Mr. Sauisbury opened the debate in uppo- 
sition. to it, followed by Messrs. Garland, 
Frye, Aldrich, Williams and Beck. Mr. 
Miller was awarded the floor for to-morrow on 
the tariff bill, and at 3:35 the senate went into 
executive session, and when the doors were 
reopened adjourned until to-morrow. 

IN EXECUTIVE SHSSION, 

The senate, in executive session, confirmed 
Enos J. Pennypacker, of North Carolina, to 
be collector of customs for the district of Wil- 
mington, North Carolina. The greater part 
of to-day’s executive session was consumed 
in a contestover the nomination of Thomas N, 
Cooper as internal revenue collector for the 6th 
district of North Cayolina. His confirmation 
was earnestly opposed by the two North Car. 
elina senators on the ground that the appoint- 
ment is obnoxious to them and toa majority 
of the people of the state. The vote on the 
guestion of confirmation resulted, yeas, 22, 
nays, 24, but a motion to reconsider .the re- 
jection —was immediately entered, and all 
efforts to lay the motion on the table were 
successfully resisted bya resort to filibustering 
tactics; and the senate adjourned without 
final action. The vote was a strictly party 
one, except that Senator Davis, of Lilinois, 
united with the democrats in voting againsi 
Cooper's confirmation, and Mr, Cameron, of 
Pennsylvania, and Mr. Logan did not vote 
with the republicans, but were understood to 
be paired witn each” other, although in what 
manner was notstated.

NOTABLE SNUFFERS, 

“When Martin Van Buren wss_ vice-presi- 
dent,’ said he, ‘the was possessed of a gold 
snuff box. He gaveitto me in charge, to 
keep well filled with snuff and see that it was 
placed on the vice-president’s table every day 
that the senate was in session. At the end of 
every week thereafter he handed me fitty 
When his term 
expired I gave him the snuff box. He left 
the city soon after, and forgot to give me the 
tifty cents that he had always given me at the 
end of the week. Ienry Clay was very fond 
of a pinch of snuff, and enjoyed it very 
much. He would often stop in the midst of 
his speech and calla page to bring hima 
pinch of snuff, and if he could not see any 
one of the pages he would leave his seat and 
walk up to the vice-president’s table, take up 
the gold snuff box, take a pinch, and return- 
ing to his seat, resume his speech. 

A CHANGE IN CUSTOM, 

Richard M. Johnson and John Tyler were 
neither of them snuffers, and therefore I had 
to furnish my own snuff-box; but when 
George M. Dallas was vice-president, he 
brought with him a very handsome gold 
snuffl-box and gave it to me in charge, and 
after his term expired I returned it to him. 
When Millard Fillmore was vice-president he 
objected to having a snuff-box on the table 
of the vice-president, because, in his opinion, 
it interfered with the business of the senate. 
Senators would come up and stop to converse 
with each other, and disturb him so much he 
could not hear what was going on in the sen- 
ate. Ever since that period there has been 
placed on each side of the senate a small 
snufl-box fastened to the wall.

BREWSTER’S, ADVICE 


TO UNITED STATES DISTRICT-AT- 
TORNEY SANDERS. 


The Attorney General Urges that Proescutions for 
Infraction of the Election Laws Should be Held 
Against the Rich and Respectable, and 
Not Against the Obscure. 


Wasuineton, March 23.—A long-letter from 
Atorney-General Brewster to Dallas Sanders, 
assistant United States district attorney, at 
Charleston, is published, with Mr. Sanders’s 
reply. The first paragraph commends Saun- 
ders for the part he has so far taken in the 
cases on which he was sent from Philadelphia. 
The remaining portion is as follows: 

INTENDED FOK MR, MELTON TO READ. 

By the by, I was upon the point of writing you a 
letter this very day upon asubjeet that concerns 
me very much, and I desire you to convey what I 
how write to Mr. Melton, and read every word I do 
write. If Iwere not about to write to you, I would 
write Mr. Melton himself. An investigation has 
been recently had here and in Washington on 


the contest between Smalls and Tillman in the 
house. I send you now, forthwith by this mail,a 
printed copy of the proceedings and testimony and 
argument that was sent to me only yesterday, I 
desire vourattention toit, and Mr. Melton’s atten- 
lion to it, and I expressly request you to say to Mr. 
Melton thatit is my determination to have these 
matters thoroughly investigated, and closes) 
pursued. , 
IMPORTANT PERSONS MUST BE PROSECUTED. 

The right of suffrage must be protected, no mat- 
ter who suffers. I wish Mr. Meltou to be told by 
you that | expect that he will prosecute forthwith 
the most important persons who have been con- 
cerned in these attempts to defeat honest elections 
by fraudulent or forcible means. I say the highest 
uud most responsible people are those whom | de- 
sire to be first prosecuted and first pursued. There 
will be no example if merely insignificant 
persons are taken hold of. Those who stand high 
in the community, and have thus ventured tovio- 
late the law and encourage others to do it, are the 
very persons to be first prosecuted, and ifconvicted 
punished in asignal way. Then things will begin 
to change, and voters wili be encouraged to vote 
according to — convictions, and those who do 
vote will feel saTisftied that their votes have been 
duly counted, aud will surrender cheerfully to an 
honest result. 

UNPLEASANT RUMORS RELATED, 

Tam very much in earnest about this, for I have 
heard what I cannot credit—that it is currently 
said in South Carolina that the only persons who 
Will be p osecuted will be a few insignificant and 
obscure persons. Such prosevution I will not con- 
sider as being those that justice requires to be in- 
stituted and pursued. The criminal 
court house should not be used for 
ihe puvishment of the obscure. It 
must not be the poor man’s court house, All who 
violate the law, and especially the fundamental 
law, such as the right of suffrage, must be made to 
feel the terrors of thatlaw. The abuse of the right 
of sulfrage, such asis charged to have been perpe- 
trated in South Carolina, is practical treason 
against the dignity of the people, and the funda- 
mental principle of their power, and it must be 
signally punished, 

A LITTLE EMPHASIS ADDED. 

At this point I have paused and re-read my let- 
ter. I was about tosend it off to you, and as | read 
it over I saw that through it ran a pretty sharp tone 
of reprobation of this cappenns attempt to pursue 
the poor and obscu.e and to permit the prosperous 
and important to escape the prosecution that they 
merited —prosecuticn for the offenses they were 
charged with having committed.

SHIPHERD’S TESTIMONY, 


The Missing Letter Produced—Grant as a Possible 
Figure Head. 

Wasnineton, March 23.—At the opening of 
Mr. Shipherd’s testimony to-day, before the 
foreign committee, Mr. Shipherd waived his 
objection to naming the mysterious senator, 
and said it was Mr. Blair, of New Hamp- 
shire. Mr. Blair and one other were the only 
senators or members who had become inter- 
ested in the affairs of the Peruvian company, 
or who had been approached on the seblact 
He declined to name the other man, or say 
whether he was in the senate or the house. — 

THE MISSING LETTER PRODUCED, 

Mr. Shipherd then produced a copy of his 
missing letter of May 21 to the president. and 
it was read by the clerk. It was quite long, 
and rehearsed in detail the claims and plans 
of the Peruvian company. The letter re- 
ferred to certain inclosures, naming the pros- 
pectors of the company, the draft of an agree- 
ment with Peru, the chain of title of the Pe- 
ruvian company, and stated that it was deem- 
ed best to lay the whole matter before 
the president, and to avail himself of 
such suggestions as he might deem proper to 
be made in premises; that no difficulty was 
anticipated in the settlement of ali the differ- 
ences without asking further government aid 
than that already indicated. It spoke 
of the magnitude of the interest 
involved, and estimated the value of the 
guano at one thousand million of dollars. and 
indicated that ex-President Grant would be 
offered the presidency of the company, and 
its board of directors would include gentlemen 
equally well known and capable. The wit- 
ness was unwell, and to-day examination was 
brief. 


DORSEY DEJECTED. 


The Star Reute Chieftain Cast Down and Worn Out. 
Special to the New York World. 

WasHINGTON, March 19.—Ex-Senator Dor- 
sey left here to-day to visit his cattle ranch 
in New Mexico. Ali accounts agree that the 
star-route prosecutions have weighed upon 
him more heavily than upon any of the others 
involved. He was not visibly affected by the 
threatened disclosures under the Hayes ad- 
ministration,doubtless believing that proceed- 
ings would be impossible until another presi- 
dential term had begun, and relying upon the 
services he might render as a party campaign 
manager to secure him immunity under the 
administration of the Chicago nominee. The 
attitude that General Garfield took after as- 


suming the presidency alarmed Dorsey, and, 
abandoning all other business, he came here 
last spring to learn to what extent he might 
be called to account. It is said that he went 
directly to the white house, where he was cor- 
dially received and where he was assured that 
he should be kept fully advised of whatever 
might be contemplated in his case. It is also 
said that after this call upon the president the 
papers implicating Dorsey were sent to him 
from the department of justice that he might 
have ample opportunity to prepare a defense. 
Dorsey submitted the papers to his lawyers 
and left the city, but he was soon back again. 
to remain until to-day. He has kept out ol 
sight all this time, inaccessible to any except 
close friends, and his mind has been at con- 
stant tension over his troubles. Reports 
early in the winter represented him 
as having been tortured out of semblance to 
his former jovial and light-hearted self, so far 
as to have taken on signs of age and worri- 
meng, and as living in habitual despondency. 
His private business had naturally suffered 
from neglect, and nothing but its most serious 
demands could have called him away at this 
time. He willrejoin his family during the 
trip, but it is doubtful if bis uneasiness will 
permit him to remain long with them, al- 
though, his defense having been prepared, 
his presence can be of no possible good until

FROM THE FLOODS. 


The Waters Falling—Extreme Suffering Reported 
Along the Tullahatchic Exaggerated. 


Yazoo City, Miss., March 23.—The river 
fell two inches at this point last night, 
making a total of four inches since noon on 
Tuesday. Thesteamer, City of Yazoo, has ar- 
rived from Tallahatchie river, and reports a 
fall of fifteen inches at Sharkey, and that it is 
falling at the rate of four inches in twenty- 
four hours. A heavy rain fell at Greenwood, 
which caused a temporary check in the de- 
cline at that point. All along the Yazoo 
river below Greenwood the fall has averaged 
five inches. 

EXAGGERATED STORIES. 

The extreme suffering as reported on the 
Tallahatchie river, was greatly exaggerated. 
According to the statements of the ofticers of 
the steamer Yazoo, the people in that section 
of country are well provided for, and in some 
places preparations are being made for plant- 
ing. The sufferings are mainly on the Yazoo 
river, where the stock contined on meunds 
and in gin houses is starving. Many cattle 
which are brought here die shortly after being 
discharged from boats. The boats now arriv- 
ing bring but few people, and it is supposed 
that the exodus from the Yazoo delta has 
about ended. 

ALONG THE SUNFLOWER, 

Passengers by the steamer Sunflower, from 
Sunflower river, furnish the following partic- 
ulars concerning the overflow in that region. 
From Burtonia to the mouth of the Sunflower, 
the water is from 2 to 3 feet higher than ever 
known. The steamer landed at every habita- 
tion from the mouth up, and made special 
inquiry concerning the wants and conditions 
of the people. There was no demand for pro- 
visions, as almost everyone had enough on 
hand to last ten days. Grain for feeding 
stock seemed to be the principal need, and 
was freely supplied. 

THE RELIEF BOATS, 

The United States steamer Anita arrived 
from the Sunflower river at 12 o'clock to-day. 
She had 5,464 pounds of meat, 24 barrels of 
flour and 15 barrels of meal left, which was 
turned over to the relief committee here. 
Going up the Sunflower river, she distributed 
two weeks’ rations to 1,265 persons, and com- 
ing down to 553. Captain Lee has received 
instructions trom the war department to send 
the Anita to St. Louis atonce. She will] 
proLably leave to night. The highest point 
reached at this city by the water this season 
was 48 feet Yinches. At 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing the gauge marked 48 feet l inch: the fall 
Was an inch and a half in the last 24 hours, 
and a total fall of 7% inches,

PARKS AND FIRE. 


THOSE ARE THE TWO LEADING 
QUESTIONS BEFORE COUNCIL. 


The Park Proposition Fully Discussed and Finally 
Disposed of—The Cow Ordinance Adopted—The 
Paid Fire Department Created — The 
Water Works for Sale pr Lease. 


_ + | 

“Gentlemen, please come to order,’’ was 
Mayor English’s remark in the council cham- 
ber last night as his gavel descended upon the 
stand and the councilmen present took their 
seats. ‘‘The clerk will now call the roll,” 
continued his honor, and again his mandate 
was obeyed, whereby it was ascertained that 
all were present except Alderman Lowry and 
Councilmen Johnson, Beynolds and Rey- 
nolds. : 

Then the mayor again arose and said: “I 
did hope that we would have a full meeting 
to-night, as we are here for the consideration 
of special and important business. But shall 
we proceed with that business now, or await 
the coming of the absentees?”’ 

Those present deemed the last suggestion a 
wise one, and while they awaited the coming 
of their tardy brethren. they considered a 
few petitions and adopted the following reso- 
lution offered by Councilman Knapp: 

Whereas, The legislature of the state of Georgia 
did, on the 30th September, 1881, grant a charter to 
the South Side street railroad company with H. 
Castleman, E. E. Rawson, W. D. Grant, George H, 
Hynds, J. F. Cummings ana others as incorpora- 
tors: and, whereas, said railroad company propo- 
ses commencing work as early as possibie. 

Resolved, That permission is hereby granted to 
the South Side street railroad company to survey, 
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Councilman Payne arose, and wh} 
smile diffused itself over his egal Piney 
want a finger in this mess. A few days ago a 
young lawyer came to me and asked me when 
we would act upon this proposition and 
added that if our action wasn’t instant he 
could make some money out of it.”’ 

Councilman Beatie called for his resolution 
ordering a postponement. 

Councilman Knapp moved to amend Coun- 
cilman Beatie’s resolution by making the 
postponement ten days. The amendment 
was accepted, and the resolution to postpone 
was adopted as amended. | 

This ended the park question, and Council- 
man Knapp read a resolution authorizing a 
paid fire department in and for the city of 
Atlanta. 

The ordinance was a lengthy one and called 
for the organization of the paid system to 
begin on June Ist, 1882. The ordinance con- 
templated an electric alarm system, two 
steam engine and four hose companies and a 
hook and ladder company. It also specified 
the list of officers and men to each company 
and the salaries of each. 

The question was fully discussed by. Coun- 


construct, equip, use and employ a street railroad 
in Atlanta on the following route or streets, to wit: 
From union passenger depot on South Pryor street 
to Garnett street, along Garnett street to Loyd 
street, along Loyd street to Fair street, along Fair

Atthe conclusion of the reading of 
this communication City Engineer Clayton 
exhibited a diagram of the land. 

Mayor English then called for the reading 
of Mr. Grant’s proposition, which was doue. 

Councilman Ryan moved that Mr. James 
be heard from. The motion prevailed and 
Mr. James came forward and said: 

‘‘May it please your honor, I don’t want to 
take up too much time, and now say when I 
have talked enough. I hope you will do like 
Idid when I was mayor—cut me short by 
putting the motion.’’ Then diving his hands 
into his pants pockets Mr. James said: ‘Gen- 
tlemen, | am for parks.

Kesolved, That. we accept the proposition 
made by the Hon. J. H. James, offering one hun- 
dred acres for city park on the south side of the 
city. 

Pending the adoption of these resolutions 
Mr. Detiive, in response to a request, address- 
ed the body, urging the purchase of land in 
his section of the city.

The first case under the new stock law sys- 
tem came before Justices James and Lee fora 
hearing last Monday.

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THE FACILITIES FOR MANUFACTO- 
RIES IN AND AROUND THE CITY.

The Remarkable Power at Barnett’s Shoals—A Fall of 
Nearly Half a Mile—-A Regular Irregularity— 
The Clarke and Oconee Sides—The Is. 
lands in the Shoals—The Creeks. 


W. Hudgin, M. D., in the Banner-Watchman. 

With the exception of the falls at Colum- 
bus, Ga., and the falls at Tallassee factory, 
Ala., I consider Barnett’s Shoals the most re- 
markable water power I have visited south of 
Richmond. Let me be distinctly understood 
at the outset that I am writing this in the in- 
terest of no individual or company. I simply 
desire to call public attention to the vast man- 
ufacturing resources in and around our town 
within a radius of ten miles. The perpendic- 
ular fall at Barnett Shoals in sixty feet nine 
inches within a half ofa mile. The river im- 
mediately above the ledge—which forms the 
most beautiful natural dam that I ever saw— 
is about two hundred feet. After the water 
breaks over the ledge it spreads to-a width of 


quite seven hundred feet, and goes tumbling 
and roaring over the rocks and around the 
little islands, forming a most beautiful and 
picturesque scene. The capacity of 
the river at the lowest stage of 
water was found to be 67,000 cubic feet per 
minute. This measurement was taken.after 
a long dry spell and early in the morning and 
when the water was at its lowest stage. I say 
early in the morning because I noticed a pe- 
culiarity here which was almost as regular as 
the rise and fall of the tide at sea. I named 
this fact to the proprietor, Mr. Veal, and he 
informed me that it was caused by the work- 
ing of the mills and factories above; the water 
trom which reached the shoals every day be- 
tween 9 and 10 o'clock in the morning, and 
increased the volumn of water on the shoal 
nearly double, until about midnight. This 
fact was not taken into consideration at all in 
estimating the available water power, which we 
found by the tables of DuBat and others, 
would give fifteen hundred horse power un- 
der the working heads of thirty-two and 
thirty-three feet, using the same water twice, 
which could readily be done on the Clarke 
side of the river at two very advantageous 
points for the location of buildings. There is 
also a small island in the shoal on which an- 
other factory could be erected with the work- 
ing head of twelve or fourteen feet. I made 
no estimate of the possible development of 
waiter power on the Oconee side of the river. 
But I noticed in passing over the ground, in 
making my triangulation that there was one 
or two locations there, but that it would re- 
quire much more work to make the water 
available, owing mainly to the abrupt 
nature of the ground, the hills 
running in steep and broken to _ the 
water's edge on that side. Thisled me toa 
feeling of some surprise when I saw a notice 
in your paper that a company had bought the 
water right on the Oconee side of .the river. 
Not that the property on that side is the less 
valuable, but it will require a much heavier 
outlay to utilize it. Besides all this the 
Clarke side commands the first water. it being 
drawn from the river at a point five hundred 
feet above where it can be used on the Oconee 
side. I know nothing of the present owner- 
ship of the property.on either side of the 
river. .L simply state facts derived from prac- 
tical knowledge and observation and give 
them to the public believing as I do that they 
possess some features of general interest. Be- 
fore leaving this point however 1 will make 
another observation, namely: the vast quantity 
of building material in the shape of fine stone, 
easily quaried and dressed, much of it ready 
faced tor the wall. But I will leave this 
point now and come up the river, on our ob- 
servations. The first place reached will be 
the Georgia factory. This splendid place is 
a monument to the energy and sagacity of 
the late John White. I do not know the 
present working power developed, but 
would suppose from observation that the 
river at this point could be utilized to the 
extent of tive hundred horse power. Above 
the Georgia factory and a mile below town 
on the same riveris ashoal of twelve feet 
which would vield with proper develop- 
ment sixty and seventy-five horse power. 
The Athens manufacturing company situated 
immediately in town is another splendid suc- 
cess of water power, to what extent I am 
not able to state with any accuracy. But I 
should suppose from casual observation that 
at least two hundred and fifty horse power 
mnight be relied on. The Check factory owned 
by the small enterprising company, and half 
a mile above is driven by the water of Trail 
creek, under a head of twenty-two feet and 
vives a power of between sixty and seventy 
five horse power; a greater power has been 
claimed forit. This is the last developed 
power on the north fork of the river in Clarke 
county. Dr. Long has a mill above town. 
power not known, a small creek furnishes the 
water. [ight miles above Sandy creek are 
situated cotton mills. A very pretty power 
of thirty-tive or forty horse power capacity 
now doing good work.. On Noceechee creek 
are two or three shoals, one at Mygatt’s mill 
and the other at Barnett’s, four miles above 
town; supply of water very constant and 
steady, the power I do not know. ‘There are 
several uther undeveloped powers below town 
within the radius of eight miles. Two of 
them quite valaable, on the estate of the late 
Colonel Billups, about twenty-five and forty 
horse power respectively. I co not know 
whether there is any power on Shoal creek, 
which crosses the Lexington road four miles 
below town, as I have not had an opportunity 
of inspecting it. There is a small power at 
Puryears, about two miles below the Georgia 
factory, and another small one near the 
mouth of Carrs’s branch, about two miles be- 
low town.

It is now settled beyond dispute that Geor- 
gia has planted more oats and wheat this 
season than ever before in twenty years.

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THE MISSISSIPPI OVERFLOW. 

The tributary streams of the Mississippi are 
now falling, and the central river itself is 
slowly subsiding above Memphis. Below 
Memphis the worst is now known, and the 
damage of the great flood can be approximat- 
ed. The loss has of course been greatly over- 
estimated, and maps of the overflow have been 
published that were chiefly remarkable for 
the extent of their inaccuracies. 

The damage above Memphis, so far as the 
next crop is concerned, will probably not be 
great, because the water is already receding, 
and the planters will go to work as soon as the 
land is dry. An average crop above Memphis 
is therefore well assured so far as floods are 
concerned. The water in the upper Yazoo 
and Tallahatchee rivers is also falling very 
fast, and many plantations that were sub- 
merged are already out of the muddy bath. 

Below Memphis and along the river the sit- 
uation is not so promising; but itis by no 
means so bad asit has been reported. The 
New Orleans Times-Democrat of Tuesday 
morning,.after a careful analysis of all re- 
ports, thus describes the trouble below Mem- 
phis: 

The first crevasse is that at Star landing, Miss., 
about 20 miles south of Memphis, and very nearly 
on the boundary line between Tennessee and Mis- 
sissippi. From that pointsouth nearly the entire 
Yazoo valley is under water, the exception being a 
narrow strip of land fronting on the Mississippi. 
This overflow floods nearly all of Tunica, Coahoma, 

3olivar, Washington, Sunflower and Issaquena 
counties, and asmall portion of Tallahatchie and 
Panola, making a total of 5,200 square miles under 
water in the state of Mississippi alone. 

On the Arkansas side the entire country for a dis- 
tance of from six to twelve miles back of the river, 
with the same area on the White, Arkansas and St. 
Francis rivers, is under water. 

The east bank of the mver in Louisiana is sub- 
stantially free from overflow, except the swamps of 
Ascension, St. James and St. John, and St. Bernard 
from the Bonnet Carre and Story crevasses. Onthe 
west bank, however, from the Arkansas line down. 
the overflow belt extends, being about twenty miles 
wide. East Carroll is free from water except in the 
Bayou Macon swamps, but Madison suffers badly, 
nine-tenths of the parish being a lake. In Tensas, 
small strips of land are still visible at St. Joseph 
and Waterproof, but the whole back portion of the 
parish is flooded. Concordia fares somewhat bet- 
ter. From the Red river down, all the swamp 
country is overflowed, but the river plantatious, 
with the exception otf those in Pointee Coupee, are 
free from the waier. 

Forty counties and parishes are wholly or 
partially flooded, and the latest and best esti- 
mates show that 14,200 square miles are under 
water, or a territory nearly as large as Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut and Rhode Island com- 
bined. One-half of this area is found, how- 
ever, between Vicksburg and Memphis, and 
it is believed that the water will recede from 
this half in time forcotton planting. The re- 
cent news from the Yazoo delta is very favor- 
able. Of the crop prospects below Vicksburg 
not much that is reassuring can be said. .The 
probabilities are against the planter, but still 
the hope of making a fair crop has not been 
abandoned, and will not: be until it becomes 
plain that the surplus waters will remain 
later than the fifteenth of May. An average 
crop in the entire valley is still anticipated 
by the best-informed people of Vicksburg. 

The most distressing feature of the floods re- 
lates, however, .ot to the future, but to the 
present. The loss of stock has been enormous, 

and the distress of the poor people—the army of 
laborers—who have been driven from their 
homes by the water, is incapable of exaggera- 
tion. The government and the benevolent 
far and near are doing a great deal to lessen 
the suffering, but the flooded district is so 
immense that many cases of extreme destitu- 
tion will not be reached. Hunger and ex- 
posure are dreadful things, and the work of 
relief cannot be carried on toorapidly or com- 


prehensiyely. It must necessarily be kept up

BIGGER THAN THE MEETING. 

A committee is usually ch as a focus 
into which to draw discussion. It is usually 
composed of a few level headed men taken 
from a large meeting, sent to deliberate away 
from the tumult of the crowd, and when the 
committee retires the crowd calls on its f 
vorites for speeches, and there is genefal en- 
thusiasm. 

The- committee appointedby the meet- 
ing of independent colonels in this 
city the other day, however, lifts the 
functions of the committee, while it 
dwarfs the functions of the meeting. 
There were just ten persons in that assem- 
bly as the public is informed. Dr. Miller, 
the chairman,when called on, if he was called 
on at all, to appoint a committee appointed 
seven-tenths of the entire meeting. When 
the committee retireg, if it retired at all, the 
chairman was left alone with only two men, 
Messrs. Marcellus Thorntem and Joseph F. 
Pou. Did he then, growing affable in his iso- 
lation, descend from the chair, and discus 
constitutional problems with the former, and 
crack jokes with the latter? Or, as the com- 
mittee was so much larger than the meeting, 
did it request the meeting to retire, and did 
the doctor then march out with the meeting 
balanced evenly on his right and left arms. 
These are questions that will never be an- 
swered until the full history of that meeting 
is written. In the meantime, the committee 
is to the front, and the meeting is diminished 
in importance. 
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EUROPEAN COMPLICATIONS, 

It is well known that a great European war 
operates in this country to advance the prices 
of breadstuits and of securities, while it inva 
riably depreciates the price of cotton. It dis- 
arranges both the manufacture and consump- 
tion of cotton goods, and is almost necessarily 
conducive to low prices. It is therefore meet 
and proper that our people should consider 
well the European situation before they stake 
everything on the production of cotton. 

It is no exaggeration to say that all the 
conditions exist to-day for one of the greatest 
wars that the world has ever known. 
This war may be delayed by diplomacy 
at the instance of a country not 
ready for the fateful issue; but its coming 
atsome time is almost as certain as the daily ris 
ing of the sun. Thetwo aggressive or rather re- 
pressed forces of Europe are France and Rus- 
sia. France will not rest content until Sedan 
is avenged, and Alsace-Lorraine restored. Ger- 
many will, of course,resist such a proposition. 
But the most serious trouble comes from Rus- 
sia, which is agitated by the traditional poli- 

y that will remain unsatisfied until Russia 
controls not only the Danube, but Constanti 
nople and the Bosphorus as well. The seat 
of the Sclav agitation is Moscow, and the 
Czar has long been considered the chief of the 
Sclavy party, but whether he is ornot the 
people of Russia are tirm believers in the 
policy that General Skobeleff rather bluntly 
expressed at Paris and in St. Petersburg. Rus- 
sia would gladly go to war in answer to this 
popular demand, first, because she would like 
to be rid of internal dissensions, and, secondly, 
because Russian ambition is now confined to 
Europe on account of the Afghan fiasco; but 
she may not doso, because France may not 
be ready, and because Germany is altogether 
too well prepared for the conflict. 

A part of Germany’s grand mission is to 
keep within reasonable bounds Russia’s influ- 
ence in Europe. She has set for herself the 
grand task of preventing any further Rus- 
acquisitions in Turkey; and _ it 
must be confessed that her plans have 
been well laid. She has formed a close alli- 
ance with Austria, and by agreeing never to 
interfere with {Italy’s control of Rome, no 
doubt the support of that kingdom can be 
secured. To begin with, she has turned 
Servia into a kingdom, and has authorized 
Austria to annex Bosnia and Herzegovina. 
These steps not only rob Russia of nearly all 
chance of a Balkan rising, but they put Ger- 
many and Austria on Rsusia’s flank if she 
makes a move towards Constantinople. The 
German programme includes an extension of 
the Austrian frontier to the -Xgean, if not to 
the Black, sea. 

No matter what the cable may say, this isa 
matter thatcan only be settled by a terrible 
war. Noone can safely say that it will no 
come this year, or that it will come next year. 
It may come at any time; and the cautious 
planter will not disregard the unmistakable 
dangers of the situation when he pitches his 
crops. Ii France and Russia should be 
pitted against Germany, Austria and Italy— 
and it is reasonably certain they will be at 
some time not distant—a repetition of the all- 
cotton policy in the south would. be ruinous. 
Europe would want meat and breadstuiis at ex 
travagant figures,and cotton would go abegging 
—and so would the men who staked their all 
upon its production. 


_———— 
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CO-OPERATIVE COTTON RAISING. 

We print elsewhere a statement from the 
New York Herald in regard to an enterprise 
which has been inaugurated by the Calhoun 
brothers—Mr. Patrick Calhoun being well 
known to the citizens of Atlanta. From all 
that can be learned, ‘the project not only 
promises well, but is working successfully in 
its initial stages. The plan is to attack by co- 
operation what the planters have been fighting 
in detail. The capital behind the projectors 
is said to be ample, and it is to be devoted to 
draining and reclaiming overflowed lands 
and to improvements in farming methods. 
The aim of the projectors is to make the 
laborer a part owner of the land 
and to free him from the restraints and imposi- 
tions which the present unhappy system of 
cotton planting has forced upon him. 

The project can hardly be regarded as an 
experiment, since no risks have been taken 
in the preliminary calculations, but it is an 
enterprise which will be watched with’ the 
greatest anxiety by all thoughtful® persons— 
with the certainty that some new method of 
raising cotton will have to be devised in order 
to compete with the coolie labor of India and 
Egypt.

Diversified Farming.

THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION, which is making an 
effort toinduce Géorgia farmers io raise their own 
supplies of food instead of depending upon their 
cotton crop to buy them, publishes a number of 
letters from various parts of the state show ing who 
are the prosperous farmers in each section. 

The facts illustrate what experience has devel- 
oped into an axiom—that the exclusive cultivation 
of a single staple which is removed from the svuil to 
be elaborated and consumed elsewhere is, in the 
end, exhaustive, impoverishing and ruinous: and 
that Giversified farmiugis, under fair conditions. 
invariably profitable. The southern states are pe- 
cularly adapted by soil end climate to cotton. and 
cotton must ever figurein commerce as their chief 
Crop, justas wine bas been and still is the chief 
commercial cropin France; but, as the French 
while raising a wine crop for export, manage at the 
Ssaine time to produce ail their staple articles of 
food, so the prime object of southern agriculture 
should be to produce along with their cotton crop 
their own staple provisions. When the southern 
states shall have reached this rule and practice of 
farming, they will exhibit a similar growth in 
wealth to that which is to be seen in the northwest. 


The “Solemn Conciave.”

A conclave is defined by Webster to be “a private 
meeting, & Close assembly.’’ It was originally ap- 
plied to the secret meeting of the cardinals of the 
Koman Catholic church when they met to elect a 
Dishop.

The laity were no more 
consulted or allowed to kuow what was going on 
than the people outside are allowed to kngw what 
is goingon in the Markham house conf®rences.

What a Code Is and Why It Should Be Adopted. 

A code is a complete digest ef the law upon a 
particular subject or ciass of subjects, analyzed, 
condensed, stated in distinct propositions, and ar- 
ranged in scientific order. A civil code is sucha 
digest of the laws of personal rights and relations, 
of property and of obligations. 

It should be adopted here: 

1. Because the organic law requiresit. That iaw

the fact in New York. Every civilized country in 
the world, except the British islands and the Amer- 
ican states, has reduced its general laws to a code. 
It is a question which shall have it first, America or 
England. We have taken the lead so far: let ng 
keep it. 

6. Because the diversity of laws between the 
different states of this union has been found a se- 
rious inconvenience, and has led to frequent de 
mands, growing stronger and stronger day by day, 
for an interstate code, or such concert in legislation 
as will lead to uniform laws of marriage and di- 
vorce, testament and succession, negotiable paper, 
insurance, average, sale, carriage, agency, trusts, 
and corporation, among many others affecting the 
daily life of an active and adventurous people. 
Comprehensive legislation on any one of these sub- 
jects would be, to that extent, a code. Uniformity 
of law cannot be enforced by common superior, 
for we have none legally competent. It can be 
broughtabout only by the influence of example. 
New York is a natural leader of the States; she has 
already wroughtacharge in the civil procedure of 
hali of them—indeed, of a great part of 
the English-speaking world. May we not 
hope that she will prove truetoherself now 
and complete what she began so well. 

7. Because all the objections to this code hitherto 
have come from those who Object to any code at 
all. Though itis lawful to learn of any enemy, it 
is safer to rely on the aid and council of friends. 
The obicection that a code will be followed by 
amendment and commentaries is not more reason- 
able than would be an objection to one’s gettinga 
new machine when an old one is worn out, because 
in time the new one may grow oid and need repair- 
ing.

March 7, 1882.—In answer toa circular from THE 
CONSTITUTION, dated the 22d ult., vou Will suffer 
me to give my-own experience in farming, for the 
last fifty-three years. I came to Fayette county, 
Georgia, at the close of id25; made my first ctop in 
29; my entire means were one horse, one small bed 
and wearing apparel. I[ gave my horse and note 
for $25 for 100 acres of land: bought another horse 
ontime;: wentto work; I have from then till the 
present diversified my crops, raising my own stock 
and provisions on my ftarm—cotton asa surplus 
crop, never having to buy corn, meat or flour till 
overrun by the federal army, that destroyed my 
growing crop, took all my stock of all kinds. In 
1865 I bonded for corn, when I paid the cotton for 
it; it cost me $3.39 per busnel; that satisfied me that 
bonding for provisions would not pay. 1 restocked 
my farm andranthe same scuedule, raising my 
own supplies, and with hired labor have made be- 
tween eight and ten thousand dollars, the most of 
which [have given to my children, and havea 
sufficiency for myself and old lady. I owe no man 
anything but good will. So you see farming will 
pay, ifa man will raise his supplies on the farm 
and pay as he goes. I know of no farmer that 
makes cotton his principal crop and buys his pro- 
vision, but what has lost money, 
On the other hand, I kuow of no farmer that raises 
his own supplies but what has made money. Oh, 
how long before farmers will learn wisdom?

«Mr. Arfect, Mr. Wagnon, H. Adams, Dick Jones and 


Stovall, all of whom are self-sustaining farmers, 
planting about one-third cotton and the other two- 
thirds in corn, oats and wheat. I farm pretty much 
on thesaime system. planting 30 acres to the mule, 
beside my grain crop, about 20 in corn and 10 in 
cotton, thereby making it a self-sustaining farm. 

1 will give you my manner of preparing my land. 
We usually have an abundance of rain during the 
monthsof Marchand April. If the soil has pre- 
viously been well broken the water from these 
rains, instead of converting two or three inches of 
the soilinto mud and the greater part plowing 
away, will sink into the deeply plowed land and 
store itselfin the deep subsoil below out of the 
reach of the drying winds and heat of the sun. 
The broken soil acts as a sponge, and will, in itself, 
absorb a much larger quantity than if left compact 
and unbroken. ‘Thus deep plowing in the spring 
provides directly against the effects of drougth in 
summer, as really as ponds and cisterns filled in 
winter provide drinking water in the summer, 

A deeply plowed soil permits the roots of plants 
to penetrate every portion of the mass, searching 
out their appropriate nourishment, and in time of 
drouth sinking deeper to still abundant moisture. 

For fear of worrying your patience I will close 
by saying that | will write you a letter semi- 
monthly, giving you my plan of cultivation if 
agreeable.

CALHOUN'S COTTON: 


Plantations of the South Carolina 
Statesaman’s Sona. 

Special to the New York Herald. 

ARKANSAS Crry, March 18. — Greenville, 
Mississippi, is a very thriving center, of over 
three thousand inhabitants. At this point 
the water has gone down a foot within the 
past three days. Only a small portion of the 
immediate buck country is still under water, 


ing to putin the crops. No suffering existed 
and but few refugees were in the city, all of 
whom have been already relieved by the dis- 
tribution of the government. The planters 
interviewed expressed full confidence in their 
ability to repair the levees before the June 
rise, and anticipate a full crop, Greenville 
and the whole adjacent country are greatly 
excited over anew departure in the planting 
system of the south, which it is believed, 
will’ work a thorough revolution’ in 
oid and accepted methods. Its successful 
projectors are Patrick Calhoun and John C, 
Calhoun, Jr., sons of the great South Carolina 
statesman. With the latter gentleman your 
correspondent had a long and interesting in- 
terview. Mr. Derby Wheeler James, partner 
in a New Pork banking house, and Mr. J. P. 
Doche, attorney of the same company, were 
in company with him. Colonel Calhoun is 
a practical planter and owner of the Harwood 
plantation, twenty-one miles below_Green- 
ville, in Chicot county, Arkansas. He is a 
clear-headed, enterprising gentleman, bighly 
educated, and bears upon his features and in 
his commanding stature unmistakable marks 
of descent from the great nullifier. 

A GIGANTIC SCHEME. 
For the last ten years, Colonel Calhoun told 
your correspondent, he has been satisfied that 
the present system is altogether wrong and 
calculated to debase instead of elevate the 
negro laborer, and ruinous in all respects to 
the agriculturalists, who have become as 
much the helpless victims of New Orleans fac 
tors as they were before the war. His ideas 
seem to have been weil and thoroughly con- 
ceived, but the Opportunity to put them into 
effect was lacking. Just after the war he was 
the first to introduce laber from the Atlantic 
states to the more fertile regio:s of the Mis- 
sissippi valley, and with commensurate suc- 
cess. Last year the long coveted opportunity 
resented itself in the new lines of railroad 
projected by the east to tap the valley. He re- 
ferred particularly to the projected line of the 
Illinois Central, from Jackson, Miss., to Ar- 
kansas City; toaline from the latter city to 
Delta, connecting with Little Rock to the 
Georgia Pacific project, and others. In July 
last he left for the north and laid his project 
before leading capitalists of New York and 
Boston. A private banking house took hold 
of it. and in Octobera company was formed 
and bonds and stocks were issued. Since 
then wide purchases have been made, and to- 
day the last payment is being made at the 
bank of Greenville, Sunnyside, Hyners, 
Hebron, Fawnwood, Luna, Patrice and La: 
trobe, and most fertile plantations in Chicot 
county, with an aggregate ucreage of 12,000 
acres, have been purchased for $230,000 cash ; 
£50,000 has already been invested in agricul- 
tural implements, and an additional large 
amount will be devoted to supplies. The 
lands are to be leased to the laborers ata 
rental of 100 pounds of lint cotton or $10 cash 
peracre. The company is already negotia- 
ting for the purchase of 20,000 additional 
acres on tive other well known plantations on 
the opposite bank, and the negollation has 
every prospect of reaching a satisfactory con- 
c]usion. 

Colonel Calhoun’s ideas as expressed are 
broad and somewhat statesmanlike, but too 
elaborate for discussion here. He has opened 
successfully and the plan seems destined to 
be extensively followed throughout the south. 
It embraces the advantages of buying land, 
selling it to the glaborer at the very lowest 
rates. Corporate capital can command means 
of wiping out the heavy exactions of the fac- 
tors and merchants in the way of exorbitant 
discounts and interest. It also embraces a 
sort of commercial and wco-operative ser- 
vice idea, and in its execu- 
tion, the elevation of the negro laborer 
is the aim most looked forward to. Schools 
and churches are to be built and a sort of pa 
triarchal protection is to be extended over the 
negro in order to fit him for the duties of cit- 
izenship and raise him out of the questiona- 
ble position he has occupied since the war. 
How far these objects will be attained re- 
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the Employm«nt of Women as Teachers—Their 
Capacity and Success— Atlanta Supplying 
the World Abroad with Teachers. 


Professor Slaton is a man of views. 

He is also superintendent of the public 
schools of Atlanta, 

It was with some interest, therefore, that in 
a recent conversation with him at his office, 
where he sat surrounded by several other 
teachers, a few questions were so directed by 
a ConsTITUTION reporter as tolead him into a 
discussion of a very readable subject: 

WOMAN'S CAPACITY FOR TEACHING, 

‘*Yes,’’ said he, ‘‘for the instruction of chil- 
dren, and especially in the branches filled 
by them in our public school system, women 
are superiorto men. They have a quicker 
intuition of the wants of the children, are 
much more successftl in winning their con- 


fidence, and can impart instruction with such 
sweetness as to rob study of its monotony, 
and render it a pleasure instead. 
“Does this opinion apply to all grades of 
instruction ?”’ 
“Oh! no. In natural science, and the high- 
est mathematics men are, asa rule, the best 
instructors, the majority of women being 
averse to subjects requiring close analysis. 
But even to this rule there are many very 
marked examples. I could name several ladies 
on our roll of teachers who have complete 
mastery of the dryest topies of education, and 
who could closely push the most abstruse of 
our male teachers. In ali the ordinary 
branches of instruction, however, I have no 
hesitancy in saying that women are the best 
teachers, and can accomplish more in a given 
time than their competitors of the opposite 
sex. 

PECULIARLY A WOMAN'S WORK, 
“You think, then, that teaching is peculiar- 
ly awoman’s work?” 
“Ido. And it is a work that is enlisting 
their best efforts, being a suitable and natural 
employment for themi,and resulting in an un- 
told power of good in the pupils. No matter 
how unmanageable the boy may be, when he 
comes into the presence of a gentle, loving, 
patient woman, who holds him by her smile 
and controls him by a firmness born of duty, 
itmust exert a softening influence upon his 
character and embue him with a desire for a 
higher life.’ 

LADY TEACHERS IN THE ATLANTA SCHOOLS, 
“How many ladies are employed in the 
Atlanta public schools?” 

“We have fifty-one regular teachers, ten 
supernumeraries constantly engaged, besides 
eight. supernumeraries. of whom four are in 
general employment. This makes sixty-five 
ladies the real regular force of the schools. 
Beside these there are seven colored teachers 
in the colored schools. 

MARRIED OR SINGLE? 
“Of these sixty-five first mentioned, how are 
they classified as to domestic surroundings?’ 
“Really, you are growing inquisitive. Six 
are happy married women, seven are widows, 
and the balance make up as pretty a bevy of 
healthy and accomplished young ladies as 
eye ever shone upon.”’ 
‘Their average age-—’ 
“Is something you should not inquire into, 
though I have no objection to tell you pri- 
vately that it is about twenty-five years.” 

OF OUR OWN RAISING, 
‘‘How many of these teachers are graduates 
of our city schools?” 
“Of the regular teachers ten, or one-fifth 
tne Whole number, have graduated from the 
girls’ high school. Of the supernumeraries 
cight are graduates.” 
‘Does this latter fact indicate a preference 
for Atlanta graduates?’ 
“T believe it does. Of course, in organizing 
the schools the board had to employ the best 
talent offered from oter schools. This state 
of things necessarily con inued for several 
years, until a class was ready for graduation. 
Since that time, however, the ranks have 
been recruited liberally from the post-gradu- 
ates; and 1 have no doubt but that in time, 
as the older teachers retire, their places will 
be filled almost entirely by young ladies se- 
lected from our high school ranks—that is, I 
believe that the examination being otherwise 
equal, graduation from our own schools will 
carry with it a preference.”’ 

A CREDITABLE COMPARISON, 

‘‘Tfow do these Atlanta-grown teachers com- 


pare with the others?” 

“Very creditably. They are scattered 
through every department, equally as effective 
in enforcing discipline,and as successful in im 
parting instruction. Having grown up in the 
schools, and passed through all the trying or- 
deals of the entire course, they are, perhaps, 
the better qualified to sympathise with the 
pupil, and the better equipped to meet all 
possible emergencies. 

SOME DIFFICULTIES SUGGESTED, 
‘‘Are there any difficulties connected with 
the employment of ladies as teachers?” 
“Well,‘yes. They will get married —.”’ 
“So it has been from the beginning.’’ 
“{f do not object to the marrying, but I was 
going on to say that they will marry too early. 
After a service of perhaps three to four years 
our best teachers will resign tor the purpose 
of assuming domestic relations.” 
‘But they sumetimes return, do they not?” 
“Oh, yes. Several of our married teachers 
were well known under their maiden names: 
and Maving returned to their chosen profes- 
sion, it is to be hoped that they will continue 
to give the city the benefit of their knowlege 
and experience.” 

A QUEER PERIOD. 

‘Are there any singularities about the un- 
married teachers?’ 

“Yes, There is one fact which I have often 
had occasion to notice. A young lady will 
secure a position as teacher, and will enter 
upon her duties with wonderful enthusiasm. 
She will take the greatest interest in master- 
ing all the intricacies of the profession. Then 
after probably five years’ service, she will 
loose her vivacity, and become apparently a 
little jaded. In a year or eighteen months, 
however, this characteristic will pass away, 
and she will become .as sweet, and as gentle, 
and as motherly to the pupils as any mother 
could be to her own children. From this time 
on they give not only their energies but their 
feelings to «their aegiepse yen. and are ever 
thereafter the verygve st of teachers.” 

‘‘Have any of the gentlemen connected 
with the schools married a lady teacher?’ 

‘One such marriage has taken place.”’ 

MODE OF EMPLOYMENT. 

“How are the teachers sélected?”’ 

“By competitiveexamination, after passing 
which the nameg of the successful candidates 
are submitted to the board of education, and 
when once there the most votes win.” _ 

‘‘Are there many applications now in your 
hands?” ? 

“Yes. There are now on file fifty applice- 
tions to fill but sixty-five places. There are 
applications notenly from Atlanta, but from 
St. Louis, Indiana, Ohio, Pennsylvania, New 
York, and even as far out of the way as 
Maine. This shows how well Atlanta is 
known.” 

‘How are the lady teachers paid?” 

‘The salaries range from $425 to $1,200 for 
a session of ten months. The salaries are 

raded according to the importance of the 

ifferent positions filled.’’ 

SUPPLYING TEACHERS TO THE WORLD ABROAD. 

“Do you receive applications from other 
places to supply teachers?” 

“A great many. These applications come 
from all parts of the state, and from North 
and Soutn Carolina, Tennessee, Alabama and 
Florida. In fact they all seem to regard my 
office as an intelligence agency.

congress—Revised statutes, section 643. 

The sapreme court of the United States in case of 
Tennessee against Davis declared this act to be 
constitutional. The attorney-general of Georgia 
admits it to be constitutional. 

The accused cannot be blamed for invoking this 
constitutional act; nor ought the court to be 
blamed forenforcing it. 

The only question practically in the Hicks’ case 
was which court, state or federal, should find the 
indictment; all agreeing that the indictment, 
when found, should be tr'ed in the federal court, 
under the supreme law for such cases made and 
provided.

GREGORY’S MURDER. 


Latest Developments of the Case—How Davis Takes 
It—The Victim’s Burial. 


The killing of young Gregory at Awtry’s 
bar-room on Peters street night before last 
was the general theme of comment on the 
streets of Atlanta yesterday, and .at almost 
every place the killing was pronounced a mur- 
der. 

HOW DAVIS TAKES IT. 

During the day Davis remained in cell No. 1 
at the caiaboose, and was visited by scores of 
persons who knew him, and who bade him be 
of good cheer. Early in the morning he called 


fer a CONSTITUTION, and after reading the array 


of evidence published against him, grew des- 
pondent. He sat nearly the entire day inacha:r 
just behind the cell door and seemed to be 
buried in a deep study, except when con- 
versing with his friends, when he manifested 
an excitement and uneasiness. A warrant 
charging him with murder was sworn out 
and when the knowledge of this came to 
him his tranquility was not enhanced. 
WHAT DAVIS SAYS. 

To his friends he talked rather freely about 
his troubles, but whenever a stranger ap- 
proached him he suddenly became silent. To 
those with whom he talked he admitted hav- 
ing shot Gregory, but claimed that he did it 
in self-defense. He says that Gregory drew 

HIS KNIFE AND WAS RUSHING 
at him when he fired the shot, and that he 
can prove this by three witnesses, but de- 
clines to give the names of these witnesses. 

Davis was born in Campbell county, and 
came to Atlanta several years ago. He is a 
married man, and has several children. This, 
he and his friends claim, is his first trouble. 

About noon yesterday a CONSTITUTION rep- 
resentative visited Davis in his cell and at- 
tempted to draw him into a conversation 
upon the killing. but he declined to talk, say- 
ing that his attorneys had advised him to be 
silent. His preliminary trial will, it is un- 
derstood, take place to-day. 

GREGORY'S BURIAL, 

Gregory’s body has been encased in a plain 
but neat case, and & yet out at his mother’s 
home on Huniphreys street.
